The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

This legislation would modify the minimum qualifications of the Adjutant General and Deputy
Adjutant General. It eliminates the Adjutant General’s need to take leave while performing
federal military duty related to his position as the Director of the Nebraska Military Department.
It enables the Adjutant General to delegate his state authority to a Nebraska National Guard
Officer when the Adjutant General is absent from the state and a Deputy Adjutant General has
not been appointed.
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
